m en are dead and 54 injured, nine of 
th em near death lay in three local 
hospitals today, victim* of a aerie* of 
n a p th a gas and alcohol explosion* at 
th e Bayway Refinery of the S tan d ard 
Oil Com pany of New Jersey. 
M any of the Injured are. blinded for 
life. 
O thers are seared almost beyond 
recognition. 
T hroughout th e night 
police repeatedly blocked attem p ts of 
w om en and children to storm the hos­ 
pital in the frantic desire to be at the 
bedside of their Injured. 
T he dead are: 
William Duffy, of 
Bayonne; 
W illiam Cross, of 
Union 
City; 
William 
Casey of 
Elizabeth; 
Dominick Bononml, Elizabeth; H ow ­ 
a rd Holiday, Elizabeth; Jo h n Lubas 
of Elizabeth; George Robertson, Ro­ 
selle; Clarence Croft, Bayonne, and 
an unidentified m an. 
Lubas, Cross 
and Holliday died of injuries. 
The 
others were killed outright. 
The first of the three explosions oc­ 
cu rred late yesterday 
as 
the 
night 
shift was tak in g its place. 
All of the 
daytim e w orkm en had not yet left the 
refinery. 
T he first blast occurred in 
th e alcohol experim ent building. 
Be­ 
fore those th a t w ere able to could get 
out, the other two explosions occur­ 
red. 
The building was tu rn ed into a 
fu rn ace of blazing blue flame which 
enveloped the stunned w orkm en. 
E very available nurse, Interne and 
physician 
in 
Elizabeth 
w as 
called 
while volunteer messengers scurried 
from place to place seeking blankets 
and medical supplies. 
Surgeons w ork­ 
ed unceasingly throughout th e night 
over th e injured. 
A graphic recital of the explosion 
wa* furnished by Jam es Caperinicchlo 
of Elizabeth, m ason's helper. 
“All of a sudden," he said, “I was 
throw n violently to the 
ground, 
found myself on fire. 
I leaped up and 
everybody around me looked like they 
w ere dead. 
T hen they began getting 
up. 
Most of them were ablaze. 
"There Is a heavy wire fence around 
the buildings. 
The men couldn’t And 
the gate to get out and they grew 
panicky, beating their hands against 
the fence and screaming. 
Lots of 
the men looked mutilated."

M anufacturing Company, the Paragon 
la u n d r y and the Hamollne Corpora­ 
tion, m anufacturers of cleaning com­ 
pounds. 
There the major explosions, at least 
dozen in number, accompanied a 
fire fed by chem icals In the cleaning 
compound plant. 
The 18th bomb of 1930 shattered the 
front of the Cosmo 
Product!, 
Inc., 
building In "Little Bohemia" on the 
west aide. The blast did heavy dam­ 
age to the structure and to (ta con­ 
tents, 
manufactured 
cosmetic* 
and 
proprietary medicine stocks. 
On the northwest side, an explosion 
following fire In the rear of the Cupid 
lunchroom 
aroused 
residents 
f o r 
blocks. Police arrested John Diamond, 
who lived above the place, after a 
five-gallon gasoline can was found in 
the debris. 
The stock of highly volatile chemi­ 
cals In the cleaning compound plant 
caused the major explosion*, firemen 
said. 
They were barraged by fumes. 
Flam es spread to and destroyed four 
freight cars loaded with merchandise 
that were standing on th# 
Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Ht. Paul and Pacific tracks. 
When sparks began dropping on a 
number of houses nearby, a 4-11 alarm 
brought most of the available appar­ 
atus in half the city. 
Meanwhile, police worked on

Elizabeth, N, J., Feb. 19.—<U.R>—Nine 
men are dead and 54 injured, nine of 
them near death lay in three local 
hospitals today, victims of a series of 
naptha gas and alcohol explosions at 
the Bayway Refinery of the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey. 
Many of the injured are blinded for 
life. Others are seared almost beyond 
recognition. 
Throughout the night 
police repeatedly blocked attem pts of 
women and children to storm the hos­ 
pital in the frantic desire to be at the 
bedside of their Injured. 
The dead are: 
W illiam Duffy, of 
Bayonne; 
W illiam Cross, of Union 
City; 
W illiam Casey of Elizabeth; 
Dominick Bononmi, Elizabeth; How­ 
ard Holiday, Elizabeth; John Lubas 
of Elizabeth; George Robertson, Ro­ 
selle; Clarence Croft, Bayonne, and 
an unidentified m an. 
Lubas, Cross 
and Holliday died of injuries. 
The 
others were killed outright. 
The first of the three explosions oc­ 
curred late yesterday 
as 
the 
night 
shift was taking its place. All of the 
daytim e workm en had not yet left the 
refinery. The first blast occurred in 
the alcohol experim ent building. 
Be­ 
fore those th at were able to could get 
out, the other two explosions occur­ 
red. The building was turned into a 
furnace of blazing blue flame which 
enveloped the stunned workmen. 
Every available nurse, interne and 
physician 
in 
Elizabeth 
was 
called 
while volunteer messengers scurried 
from place to place seeking blankets 
and medical supplies. 
Surgeons w ork­ 
ed unceasingly throughout the night 
over the injured. 
A graphic recital of the explosion 
was furnished by Jam es Caperinicchio 
of Elizabeth, m ason’s helper. 
“AU of a sudden,’’ he said, “I was 
throw n violently to the 
ground.

found myself on fire. I leaped up and 
everybody around me looked like they 
were dead. Then they began getting 
up. Most of them were ablaze. 
“There is a heavy wire fence around 
the buildings. The men couldn’t find 
the gate to get out and they grew 
panicky, beating their hands against 
the fence and scream ing.

These figures are m ost illum inating. According to rn 
statem en t m ade in the American Cream ery, investiga­ 
tions have been conducted in Kansas, O klahom a, South 
D akota, and W isconsin, after which it was announced 
th a t th e farm ers purchase 75% oleom argarine to 25% 
b u tter. A recent report from Iowa states th at fifteen 


m illion pounds of oleom argarine, averaging seven pounds 
per capita, were consum ed in th at state. M innesota has 
also consum ed her share.

Th* 
universities have their ix?st archaeologists examine finds made, to I 
identify the same and to see that material is properly pfesetved. 
In this way finders of such treasure trove are given every possi­ 
ble consideration and attention find everybody realizes the value J 
such discoveries may have in substantiating or clearing up jxiinid 
in local or state history. 
In the same way Indian mounds near Brainerd can Im* located 
and properly marked, Indian arrow heads, spear points, hatchet. 
heads identified and preserved in a central museum, other Indian 
handicraft collected, etc. 
An old musket found years ago on the 
shores of Mille Lacs lake may have belonged to one of the pioneer! 
explorers of this area. 
And when the museum at the court house has been filled with 
articles of historical value it will be a mecca for our tourists and' 
other visitors. 
Boston just dotes on every matter of historical interest ami 
has marked,’for instance# every point along the historic route of 
Paul Rove re’s ride, starting with the memorial plate in the 
Charlestown bridge. 
We may yet discover some trail of Chief 
Hole-in-the-Dav or trek of General Pike to be marked. 
The whole work of our historical society is one fraught with 
the deepest interest. 
Everything established is a step in th** 
progress of humanity of years ago.

Importance of Wa tem'ay a 


BEFORE the railway came, the great cities of the world wen* 
all located upon navigable waterways —and, since the railway 
came, the great cities of the world have continued to Im* located 
upon navigable waterways, just as they were for thousands of 
years before the railway was dreamed of. 
Brainerd is located on the Missisippi river, and in the early 
days a steamboat plied northward between Aitkin and Grand 
Rapids. 
The dam interfered with navigation at Brainerd. 
The 
river, however, carried logs and thus assisted in tile tr a n sp o rta ­ 
tion of that commodity. 
At the start of the world war sin effort 
was made to ship Guyttna iron ore by rail to St. Baul and thence 
by barge line to St. Louis. 
However, in searching the world’s history we find that the 
largest cities, the densest populations, the greatest development 
of industry and commerce are to be found in those regions which 
are most abundantly supplied with water transportation far iii tit*, 
and especially waterways. This is not an accident; the two facias 
stand related as cause and effect. 
Water transportation in the I pper Mississippi would move 
Minnesota and the Middle West in what might be called transpor­ 
tation miles, 1500 miles nearer market transportation. This ap­ 
plied to the products of the Northwest and the middle Western 
states which could be moved by water transportation would mean 
much to the producers. 
The Panama (’anal at present is no aid in the development of 
the Middle West unless We have waterways to connect. 
These 
would include development of the Mississippi and the establish­ 
ment of the St. Lawrence waterway.

ONE of the distinguished figures in railway finance and de­ 
velopment of the Northwest in the eighties was Henry Villard of 
New York. 
He wont to Europe and engaged the attention el 
Dutch financiers in the development of the Northwest. 
He also 
invited some of the foremost financiers of America to take a trio 
over tile Northern Pacific railway company lino to inspect, first 
hand, the resources of tin* country through which the road ran. 
They went through Brainerd and on their return stopped in 
the city and inspected Brainerd. 
As remembered by Henry I. 
Cohen, the incident occurred in alwmt the year IHM. 
The Dutch 
investors failed to respond to the appeal of Villard to invest, as 
the country they had traveled over was more undeveloped than 
any in their own Holland where garden plots are called farms. 
Villard did not show his displeasure at the time. 
However, 
had the Dutchmen invested, the Northwest would have horn de­ 
veloped sooner. 
It laid the seed, however, in the minds of tin* 
Hollanders who in later years responded to dames J. Hill’s appeals 
and invested in the Great Northern. 
Brainerd citizens flocked to the special train its it stood where 
the present depot is and conversed with Villard and his asso­ 
ciates.

A VERY good thing was done by the Crow Wing County His­ 
torical society at its la£t meeting by designating a room at the 
court house to hold matters of historical interest and in appoint­ 
ing a committee to discover and mark Indian mounds and other 
places, and to collect and preserve relics. 
Rev. O. L. Bolstad, who addressed the society, has often re­ 
ferred to the fact that in Scandinavian countries every effort is 
made to identify and preserve material of historical interest. The 
universities have their best archaeologists examine finds made, to 
identify the same and to see that material is properly preserved. 
In this way finders of such treasure trove are given every possi­ 
ble consideration and attention and everybody realizes the value 
such discoveries may have in substantiating or clearing up points 
in local or state history. 
In the same way Indian mounds near Brainerd can be located 
and properly marked, Indian arrow heads, spear points, hatchet 
heads identified and preserved in a central museum, other Indian 
handicraft collected, etc. An old musket found years ago on the 
shores of Mille Lacs lake may have belonged to one of the pioneer 
explorers of this area. 
And when the museum at the court house has been filled with 
articles of historical value it will be a mecca for our tourists and) 
other visitors. 
Boston just dotes on every matter of historical interest ant 
has marked, for instance, every point along the historic route of 
Paul Revere’s ride, starting with the memorial plate in the 
Charlestown bridge. 
We may yet discover some trail of Chief 
Hole-in-the-Day or trek of General Pike to be marked. 
The whole work of our historical society is one fraught with 
the deepest interest. 
Everything established is a step in the 
progress of humanity of years ago.

Importance of Waterways 


B efore the railway came, the great cities of the world were 
all located upon navigable waterways— and, since the railway 
came, the great cities of the world have continued to be located 
upon navigable waterways, just as they were for thousands of 
years before the railway was dreamed of. 
Brainerd is located on the Missisippi river, and in tho early 
days a steamboat plied northward between Aitkin and Grand 
Rapids. 
The dam interfered with navigation at Brainerd. 
The 
river, however, carried logs and thus assisted in the transporta­ 
tion of that commodity. At the start of the world war an effort 
was made to ship Cuyuna iron ore by rail to St. Paul and thence 
by barge line to St. Louis. 
However, in searching the world’s history we find that the 
largest cities, the densest populations, the greatest development 
of industry and commerce are to be found in those regions which 
are most abundantly supplied with water transportation facilities, 
and especially waterways. 
This is not an accident ; the two facias 
stand related as cause and effect. 
Water transportation in the Upper Mississippi would move 
Minnesota and the Middle West in what might be called transpor­ 
tation miles, 1500 miles nearer market transportation. 
This ap­ 
plied to the products of the Northwest and the middle western 
states which could be moved by water transportation would mean 
much to the producers. 
The Panama Canal at present is no aid in the development of 
the Middle West unless we have waterways to Connect. 
These 
would include development of the Mississippi and the establish­ 
ment of the St. Lawrence waterway.

Knew Villa,rd Years Ago 


O n e of the distinguished figures in railway finance and de­ 
velopment of the? Northwest in the eighties was Henry Villain! of 
New York. 
He went to Europe and engaged the attention of 
Dutch financiers in the development of the Northwest. 
He also 
invited some of the foremost financiers of America to take a trip 
over the Northern Pacific railway company line to inspect, first 
hand, the resources of the country through which the road ran. 
They went through Brainerd and on their return stopped in 
the city and inspected Brainerd. 
As remembered by Henry I. 
Cohen, the incident occurred in about the year 1883. 
The Dutch 
investors failed to respond to the appeal of Villard to invest, as 
the country they had traveled over was more undeveloped than 
any in their own Holland where garden plots are called farms. 
Villard did not show his displeasure at the time. 
However, 
had the Dutchmen invested, the Northwest would have been de­ 
veloped sooner. 
It laid the seed, however, in the minds of tin4 
Hollanders who in later years responded to James J. Hill’s appeals 
and invested in the Great Northern. 
Brainerd citizens flocked to the special train as it stood where 
the present depot is and conversed with Villard and his asso­ 
ciates.

CAUSE OF LOSSES 


Task of Cattle Raisers to 
Kill Ailing Cows. 


(By J. W. LUMB, Extension Veterinarian, 
Kansas State A gricultural College.) 
As producers and consumers of ent­ 
ile and their products, it is tile trifle 
of live stock raisers to treat herds and 
locate the tuberculous cow and give 
her a free ride to the rending tank. 
Tuberculosis of man and animals Is 
so intimately Interwoven that It is al­ 
most impossible to view them inde­ 
pendently. 
.Three discoveries—that tuberculosis 
wtas infectious, that it was caused by 
a definite germ that could tie isolated, 
and that tuberculin could be made and 
used as a test substance to determine 
the presence or absence of tuberculosis 
— were of very great Importance and 
laid the foundation for our present 
methods of control and eradication. 
With this knowledge more exact mefh- 
oids were used in combatting the de­ 
velopment of the disease In man and 
animals. 
Tuberculosis was proven to 
be >a preventable disease. 
These 
Investigations 
definitely- 
proved that man may become infected 
with bovine tuberculosis. 
It is true 
that such infections are, as a rule, 
limited to children or take place dur­ 
ing the early periods of life. 
It has 
been found that very few people hav­ 
ing tuberculosis of the lungs have tim 
bovine type of infection. The form 
of tuberculosis that attacks the brain 
or spinal chord is seldom of the bo­ 
vine 
type. 
General 
tuberculosis 
Is 
likely to he of the bovine type in 
about IO per cent of the cases. 
Tak­ 
ing the cases of abdomina! tubercu­ 
losis in humans, the percentage show­ 
ing Infection of the bovine type may 
run well over HO, especially if infants 
and children are examined.
